3-2 Regarding claim 7 : 

The additional features specified in claim 7 do not 
involve an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)). The same 
features have already been used for the same purpose in 
a similar device (see document D4, in particular column 
3, lines 37 to 39, and figure 1). A person skilled in 
the art wishing to achieve the same purpose with a 
device as described in Dl could easily incorporate the 
features known from D4 with similar results. It would 
thus be possible to arrive at a device as defined in 
claim 7 without making an inventive contribution. 

4. INDUSTRIAL APPLICABILITY 

The claimed subject matter can be manufactured and used 
and is therefore considered industrially applicable. 
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
